SEASON 67.6 INCHES 


Record Established by 28.8 In- 
ches Which Fell in First 24 
Days of March. 


The 12.1 inches of snow which fell 
Saturday night and Sunday brought the 
total snowfall of the season in St. Louis 
up to 67.6 inches. 

This would be equivalent to about 6% 
inches of rainfall. 

Had all the snow which has fallen here 
this season remained on the ground there 
would be enough of it to reach more 
than half an inch above the head of a 
man 5 feet 7 inches tall. A 6-foot man 
who tried to go through this snow to 
catch a street car would find himself 
buried up to his neck. 

In the first 24 days of March 288 
inches of snow fell, the greatest amount 
that ever fell in a similar period since 
the Weather Bureau began keeping snow 
Statistics, 25 years ago. 

The first snow fell Oct. 27. With a 
range from October to March, the 1911-12 
snow period extended through three 
seasons, beginning in the fall and run- 
ning into the following spring. The Oc- 
tober fall was light, but by Nov. 15 the 
total fall had heen one foot. Had the 
snow remained on the ground there 
would have been more than 2% feet by 
Jan. 25. 

Between March 1 and 15 there was a 
total fall of more than two feet, andl 
on the latter date the accumulation. 
had it remained, would have been 55% 
inches, or enough to reach to an aver- 
age sized man’s shoulder.

Battling with icy water in the flvod- 
swollen Okaw River, William J. Reich- 
president of the Reichert Milling 
and one of the wealthiest citizens 
of Freeburg, Il., rescued his 13-year-old 
son, Elmer, from drowning Sunday. : He 
gave the details of their thrilling expe- 
rience Monday. 

Reichert has a hunting lodge on the 
banks of the Okaw River between Fay- 
etteville and New Athens. He and_his 
son went there Saturday night and slept 
in the lodge so as to be on the river 


early in the morning to shoot ducks, 

At daybreak, tn a blinding snowstorm, 
they pushed their skiff in the water and 
started to row across the Okaw, which 
at present flood stage is more than two 
miles wide. 

When they were in midstream a fece 
of driftwood tore a_ hole in the 
skiff, which filled so rapidly that 
they saw they would have little chance 
to get to shore before it would sink. 

Father and son took turns bailing out 
the boat. While one werked the other 
would fire his shotgun to attract the 
attention of hunters and farmers along 
the shore. 

When it became apparent that the 
boat must founder Reichert leaped over- 
board into the swift current. The boy 
could not swim. Following his father’s 
directions he held on to the skiff. The 
father grasping the gunwale of the ovat 
with his left hand swam toward a tree 
top a quarter of a mile away. 

The man and. boy..were almost exhaust- 
ed and the boat was about to sink when 
they reached the tree top and climbed 
into it. 

After they had been there an hour 
George Weiss of Belleville picked them 
up in his skiff.

“Their manifest evasion, their lack 
of candor, and their perversion of 
truth as they Knew it, fully justifies 
the jury in believing to be true all 
that these employes said which tends 
to support the claims of the Gov- 
ernment and in rejecting all that they 
said in opposition to the Govern- 
ment.” 

Speaking of what the Government 
had to prove, he said, “there is noth- 
ing requiring the Government to 
prove that the defendants made ex- 
cessive profits, or any profits.

Turning to the question whether, if an 
offense had been committed, did the de- 
fendants commit it, which he declared 
was one of the controlling facts for the 
jury to determine, Attorney Butler said:

At another point Attorney Butler said: 
“Brother John S. Miller seemed to 
prefer in his argument to express the 
defense for which he contended by point- 
ing out a ‘twilight zone’ of considerable 
width between the daylight of innocence 
and the black darkness of guilt. From 
his argument we glean that it is his 
idea that even though the defendants do 
not walk in the daylight of innocence 
but in the shadowy Zone between abso- 
lute darkness of guilt and the daylight 
of innocence, they should be acquitted.” 
Plain English of Case. 
Attorney Butler declared that the 
the argument of Attorney Payne for the 
defendants was an attempt to justify

“The plain English for that,” 
said, “is this: 

“In prosecutions under the Sherman 
act, juries must place’ themselves 
above the courts and determine what 
the law is and, if economically un- 
sound, repeal in the particular case.”

The note was found sewed in a blue 
satin packet, which was pinned to the 
inside of Polazzolo’s purse. When it 
was shown to several Italians at the 
Carr Street Police Station, Saturday 
night, all of them _ professed’ they 
couldn't read it, but said it appeared to 
be some sort of a love note. 


Among others, it was shown to Mrs. 
Bommarito, wife of the confessed slay- 
er. She was asked if her name wasn't 
in the note. After. looking at it curious- 
for several minutes, .ehe said there 
were words there which appeared to be 
her name and she supposed Polazzalo 
had written her a love note. 

Mrs. Bommarito’s version of the rela- 
tionship between her_and Polazzolo was 
that he had been a persistent suitor 
and she had resisted his advances. Last 
Wednesday, she said, he threatened to 
kill her and her husband and blow up 
their home if she continued to repulse 
him. Frightened, she said, she told her 
husband, and he ordered Polazzolo to 
leave their home at once. 

Siayer Says Wife Confessed. 

Bommarito’s own story was that his 
wife Wednesday confessed undue friend- 
ship with the boarder, that he ordered 
the man away, that they met Saturday 
and went into the vacant building to 
talk it over, that Polazzolo started to 
draw a weapon and that he then shot 
the man twice. 

Police Sergeant James J. Moran was 
on a street car in front of. the bui:ding, 
930 North Eighth street, when he heard 
a shot, and saw a man come out of the 
place with a revolver in his hand. He 
arrested Bommarito. Polazzolo died in 
an ambulance on the way to the dis- 
pensary. The slain man was 29 years 
old, 10 years younger than Bommarito, 
and several years younger than Mrs. 
Bommarito.

Tebbetts declared that he could not re- 
cal] just what Lewis said when he went 
to him to protest against the advertise- 
ment, but he thought Lewis promised

‘thority. 

: Calls Article Untrue. 


His principal objection to the use of 
his name as sponsor for the statements 
in the advertisement, he said, was that 
the whole article was untrue. Upon 
questions asked by District Attorney 
Houts, Tebbetts said that after he had 
tevtified hefore the grand jury in July, 
Lewis called on him and stated that he 
had shown him the article in galley 
form in the presence of Judge Barclay, 
counsel for Lewis. He said he denied 
ta Lewis that such were the facts. 

Tebbetts testified that he knew very 
little about the financial transactions of 
any of the Lewis corporations other 
than the People’s Savings Trust Co. He 
said he did know that there had never 
been any action of the trust company’s 
board of directions authorizing the trust 
campany to act as trustee for the build- 
ers’ fund debentures. 

The debenture scheme proposed a re- 
funding of the entire indebtedness of the 
Lewis corporations, according to the 
advertisements. The entire assets of 
the corporations was, the advertise- 
ment stated, to stand as security for the 
debentures. District Attorney Hoyts, in 
his outline, declared that the corpora- 
tions, at the time the debenture propo- 
gition was advanced had mortgaged all 
of their holdings in excess of their 
value. 

| Houts Outlines Case. 

Houts, in outlining the debenture plan, 
charaeterized it as a ‘‘scheme to de- 
fraud.’ He declared that in July, 1916, 
when the plan was proposed, the Uni- 
versity Heights Realty and Develop- 
ment Co., the Development and Invest- 
ment €o., the Fiber Stopper Co., the 
Lewis Publishing Co. and E. G. Lewis 
personally were insolvent. 

The publishing company, he said, had 
issued 7 per cent notes, and had other 
debts, overdue, which it could not pay. 
Ite ogly asset, he declared, were build- 
ings ahd crounds, which were mortgaged 
“for more than they were worth. It had 
$500,000 notes outstanding, and was on 
the point of suspension when the deben- 
ture plan was brought forward, he 
said. 

In fact, he said, al! its branches but 
the Woman's National Daily were then 
suspended. 

The University Heights Realty and 
Development Co,, he asserted, had $1,- 
6,000 outstanding in motes, from a to- 
tal issue of $1,900,000, and had no as- 
sets, while the development and invest- 
ment company had $1,000,000 in debts 
and no assets exeept stocks in other 
companies, which the Government con- 
saered of no value. 

Saye Lewis Was itn Debt. 

#. G. Lewis personally had $500,000 in 
pressing debts, Houts declared, when 
the debenture plan, which Lewis called 
the “‘solution,”” waa proposed. He re- 
,ferred to the fact that the “‘solution” 
’ was printed in the Woman's National 
Daily in July, 1910, over. the signature 
of Lewis B. Tebbetts, with representa- 
tions that a committee of banked’ ‘ahd 
accountants had praised the Lewis as- 
sets, classified the liabilities and ap- 
proved the debenture plan. 

On cross-examination, Tebbetts said 
he never heard of the debenture plan 
until he saw a proof sheet in Lewis’ 
hands. Tebbetts said the plan was so 
voluminous that he didn't undertake to 
understand it or solve it. 

Tebbetts said he couldn't recall wheth- 
er the suggestion was made that the 
statement would more strongly appeal 
to the people if another name than 
Lewis’ were signed to it. 

“I didn’t want my name signed to it 
because it discussed the whole scheme 
of re-financing,”’ said Tebbetts. 


Taking cf Depositions in Lewis Claim 
Postponed. 

Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
Britt, representing the Postoffice Le- 
partment, and Edward C. Madden, rep- 
resenting E. G. Lewis, Monday post- 
poned. the taking of depositions in the 
EK. G. Lewis claims pending before the 
Congressional Committee on Postoffice 
Expenditures. Britt had intended to 
take the depositions of severa) firms and 
.fcrward them to the committee in Wash- 
ington, but finding that they were to be 
witnesses also in the trial of Lewis on 
crominal charges in the United Statas 
District Court, he and Madden agreed.

Hundreds Drive Through Deep 
Snow to Hear Story of the 
Killing of Plowman. 


Hundreds of Jefferson County farmers 
who had driven many miles over roads 
made all but impassible by the snow and 
slush, trooped into Hillsboro Monday to 
attend the trial of Joseph Seidl and Mrs. 
Anna Hunning, for the ‘murder of the 
woman’s husband, Martin Hunning. 

When the case was called in the fore- 
noon and the attorneys for the defense 
asked a delay until 1 p. m., there were 
many exclamations of disappointment 
by auditors who were eager to hear tes- 
timony as to the alleged love affair of 
the accused and the assasination of the 
Sugar Creek farmer, which had aroused 
the whole countryside. 

When Albert Miller, prosecuting attor- 
ney, announced he had received a writ- 
ten notice that application for a change 
of venue would be made, the disap- 
pointment was even more evident. The 
auditors were somewhat reassured when 
Miller said he would oppose the venue 
change, adding that he believed Judge 
Dearing would rule it had been asked too 
late.

Martin Hunning was struck down by 
a shot from the dark as he stood at the 
telephone in his cabin home in the Su- 
gar Creek bottoms. on the night of Deo. 
9, 1911. His death was instantaneous. 
Mrs. Hunning told persons soon after 
the tragedy that she had heard two 
men talking after the shot through the 
window, and that one of them suggested 
they had better hurry away, as there 
was a telephone in the house. 

Bloodhounds, the next day, circled 
around the cabin, but found no trail 
leading away from it. After a formal! 
inquest an open vérdict of homicide was 
returned, and Hunning was buried. Sev- 
eral days later. Proseoutor Miller, Sher-

Harry Winnfield, Separated From 
Wife, and Feared Job as 
Collector Was Gone. 








A beating, inflicted on Henry Winnfield 
by a man who, he believed, was about 
to supplant him on his job, so humili- 


ated Winnfield that he went to his room 
at 1105 Rutger street and shot him- 
self through the heart. This was the 
testimony at the inquest Monday. 

His body was at the morgue, but at 
the office of the Babbitt Soap Co., for 
which he had worked as a collector, it 
was asserted a representative of the 
company had gone to see about funeral 
arrangements. Winnfield’s grandmother, 
Mrs. Susanna Mueller, lives in lLouis- 
ville. 

At the Coroner's inquest Mrs. Kath- 
erine Daehert, his landlady, testified that 
Winnfield’s eyes were discolored and his 
lips bruised when he entered the house 
Saturday evening, and that she asked 
him what had happened. He said he 
had been in a fight In a grocery, and 
named two men, one of whom he said 
was from New York. He said the man 
who beat him was about to get his job, 
@nd added, ‘‘Now that I’ve had this fight, 
my job's gone, I know.” 

Talking later with Otto Daehert, the 
landlady’s son, Winnfield showed much 
distress over his business troubles and 
his separation from his wife, who is said 
to live in St. Louis. 

Daehert smelled powder smoke in the 
hallway Saturday night, but did not in- 
veetigate. At 10:40 Sunday he entered 
Winnfield’s room and found the man’s 
body, with a revolver of the style known 
as ‘‘police positive’ lying beside it. The 
weapon is of the same style and make as 
those used by. the St. Louis police, but 
the police say it had never belonged to 
a policeman. Anyone, according to the 
police, can buy such a weapon.

THROWN OUT 


J. C. Higdon’s Petition Declared 
by Judge Dyer to Contain 
“Scandal and Impertinence.’’ 











The confiscation suit brought by John 
C. Higdon, a patent attorney, against 
DD R. Francis, the Merchants’ Bridge 
Co. and the Terminal Association was 
expunged from the docket in the United 
States Court Monday. 

Judge Dyer in issuing the order said 
the case should be thrown out of court 
because the petition contained scandal 
and impertinence. 

Higdon, in the petition, charged the 
defendants with wresting the Merchants’ 
Bridge from the people and asked that 
the Government confiscate it and re- 
store it to popular ownership. 

The suit was filed in November, 1910, 
when Francis was a candidate for nom- 
ination to the United States Senate. At- 
tornevs Howell and Pierce for the de- 
fendants filed exception to the bill 
complaint, alleging that Francis, 
only one named, was mentioned for 
purpose of abuse. 

Higdon, in answering the charge of 
scandal, declared that he could have 
made his allegations more severe. He 
said the object of the suit was to place 
$50,000,000 in the treasury of the United 
States. 

“The bridge belongs to you, Your 
Honor,” he said, addressing the court, 
“and to me and to everyone who is a 
citizen of the United States. We are 
entitled to take charge of it and get an 
accounting from those who have usurped 
our property.” 

Higdon denied the assertion his bill 
contained scandal and Judge Dyer de- 
clared if it didn’t he didn’t know what 
scandal was. He told Higdon he could 
appeal his case if he desired.

Artist Praises Zach and Urges 
Liberal Support of Local

Josef Stransky, conductor of the Phil- 
harmonic Society of New York, world 


famous as a leader of symphony or- 


chestras, predicts that it will be only 
a matter of a few years until St. Louis 
would as little think of giving up its 
symphony orchestra as it would of giv- 


ing up its public library. Stransky will 


lcad the New York symphony orches- 
tra, with Jan Kubelik, noted violinist, 
as soloist, at a concert at the Odeon 


Monday night. 

‘‘A good symphony orchestra,” Strans- 
ky said to d Post-Dispatch reporter, “is 
just as necessary to a city the size of 
St. Louis as is a general library. The 
one is every bit as much a part of the 
public education as the other. 


An Educational Feature. 


“You hear persons ask, ‘How does 
music educate a person? What good 
will a symphony orchestra do the pub- 
lic? As well might you ask, ‘Why 
read Shakspeare or Homer? What good 
co they do anybody?’ Yet we all know 
that the reading of Shakspeare and 
Homer would do the public good. A 
rough, uncouth man is made a much 
different sort of individual by a literary 
education. 

‘And just so is a person materially 
changed by being made acquainted with 
the beauties of the music of Wagner, 
Mozart and the other classics. And it 
is through the instrumentality of a 
symphony orchestra that the public can 
best become acquainted with serious 
music. 

“A symphony orchestra tends in ev- 
ery way to elevate public intelligence 
and opinion. And it is not such an im- 
possible task as it might seem to make 
of a great city a city of musicians. [f 
you get the people started going to the 
concerts once, they will never quit. A 
little good music creates a taste for 
more, and the more the people get the 
better they will like it. 


High Praise for Zach. 


“T see the managers of the symphony 
orchestra in St. Louis are just start- 
ing a campaign for subscriptions for 
another season. St. Louis should re- 
spond liberally, because it has an ex- 
ceptionally fine orchestra and a leader 
that it would be hard to replace, I 
have heard much of Max Zach, the St. 
Louis director, and St. Louis should 
give him and the orchestra every en- 
couragement.” 

At the concert at the Odeon Sunday 
afternoon, the last of the season, Saun- 
ders Norvell urged support for the Sym- 
rhony Society. .He said that the ex- 
penses of the season had been more 
than $75,000, and that the orchestra had 
played before 60,000 persons in the win- 
ter:

JOSEF STRANSKY {PARIS BANDITS IN. 


AUTOS KILL 3 MEN 
IN TWO ROBBERIES 


Chauffeur Is First Victim and 
Two Men Die When Bank Is 
Robbed of $8000. 





HAVE _MACHINE WAITING 


Speed Away From. Financial 
House, Over Which One of 
Number Kept Guard. 


PARIS, March 2%.—The automobile 
bandits who, in February, terrorized 
many districts of France by carrying 
out an extraordinary series of crimes, 
have perpetrated in the last few days 
a fresh series of daring crimes which 
reached their climax this morning in a 
murder on the public highway between 
Villenueve-St. George and Paris. 

A gang of four bandits who occupied 
an automobile, ordered the chauffeur 
of a private motor car to stop. When 
the chauffeur refused, the highway- 
men shot him dead, and wounded the oc- 
cupant of the car. 

After throwing the body of the chauf- 
feur into a ditch, the bandits entered 
the automobile and drove toWards 
Paris. 

The police today received a sheet of 
paper on which was stamped what pur- 
ported to be copies of their finger 
prints. These were naturally fictitious, 
and it was declared in some quarters 
that the bandits would soon visit police 
headquarters and shoot several of the 
officials. 

A band of brigands, bearing all the 
appearances of being the authors of 
this morning’s holdup, arrived in an au- 
tomobile at Chantilly, the racing cen- 
ter, today. .Four of the men, armed 
with revolvers, entered the local branch 
of a Paris bank, where.they shot the 
cashier and. another employe dead, -dan- 
gerously wounded a third man, and es- 
caped with $8(00 in notes. 

A fifth bandit, in the meantime, kept 
guard at the door of the bank with a 
loaded carbine, while a sixth sat ready 
at the steering wheel of the motor 
car waiting to start as soon as the rob- 
bery had been accomplished. The mur- 
derers dropped out, jumped on the motor 
and started at full speed in the direc- 
tion of Paris. 

An alarm was raised, but pursuit was 
warded off by the bandits with repeated 
revolver shots. They subsequently aban- 
doned the automobile which was dis- 
covered later at Asnieres, a suburb just 
outside of Paris. 

The automobile prebably had been 
stolen by them, as it had been pur- 
chased from a leading firm on the 
Champs Elysees and was being driven 


to Nice with its owner. 
In February the bandits shot down 


and robbed a bank messenger by day- 
light in the streets of Paris, and also 
killed a policeman in front o€ the Saint 
Lazare terminus, shooting him from

FAST REFUSE MORE 
PAY TO ENGINEERS 


Men Had Asked for Increase 
Amounting to 19 Per Cent 
a Year. 








NEGOTIATIONS STILL ON 





Officials of the Roads Declare 
They Cannot Afford to 
Agree to Terms. 





NEW YORK, March 2.—Fifty rail- 
practically all the 
of 


roads, comprising 
lines east of Chicago and north 
the Norfolk & Western today refused 


to grant an increase in wages demanded 
by their locomotive engineers. 

The reply of the railroads to the de- 
mand of the engineers for an increase 
of wages, was made at a meeting of 
the committee of engineers, headed by 
Grand Chief Stone of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, and a 
committee of 12 vice-presidents and gen- 
eral managers of Eastern rgilroads, who 
have drafted the answer. 

Members of both sides agree that 
further negotiations are likely, contin- 
uing until amicable adjustment of the 
wage question is reached. 

The engineers demand, presented on 
Jan. 22, was for an increase amounting 
to about 19 per cent a year. The rail- 
roads refusal is based on the assertion 
that they are financially unable to bear 
the inereased expense. 

The railroads, in their reply, pointed 
out what the proposed increase will 
amount to—$7,553,792 annually, which 
would be equivalent to placing on their 
property a lien of $188,844,818 of 4 per 
cent securities, which would have pref- 
erence over first mortgage bonds, and 
to just that extent would lessen the 
ability of the roads to make the im- 
provements necessary to increase the 
efficiency of their service and to insure 
greater safety to the public and em- 
ployes.”’ : 
The reply was presented today at a 
jcint meeting of committees represent- 
ing the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers and 12 presidents and general 
managers of the railroads. The repry 
continues: 

‘‘Already the traffic of a growing 
country has overtaxed the existing fa- 
cilities, and the heavy burdens incurred 
large expenditures 
for improvements, which produce no rev- 
enue, and previous wage increases have 
made it impossible for many of the 
roads to provide the added facilities 
which a prudent foresight demands. 
‘Past history indicates that if these 
increases are given to the engineers, 
they will be followed by similar requests. 
from other employes, which, if granted, 
would result in actual bankruptcy to 
scme of the roads and would leave them 
as a whole unprepared to meet any sud- 
den increase in the demands for trans- 
portation,”’ 

Rate Advance Not Allowed. 
The railroads point out the wage ad- 
vance to engineers and other employes 
since 1910 was made in expectation of 
‘a much-needed” advance in freight 
rates which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission declined to allow. Since that 
period, they say, enforced reductions of 
rates have been more or less continuous 
and other rate reductions are pending. 
The railroads declare that the fixing 
of a standard wage for the conductors 
and trainmen was the result of a crisis 
developed in connection with their de- 
mands and should not be taken as a 
precedent. 
“There are many inconsistencies itr a 
standard wage,’ said the reply. “It must 
be apparent that all railroads are not 
equally able to pay a standard rate. 
“The reduction of the net revenues by 
the constantly increasing expenses of 
operation have so narrowed the margin 
which is essential to the solvent exist- 
ence of many of the roads that further 
increases in operating costs are viewed 
with grave concern.”

A similar story comes from Scotland. 
Large numbers of miners of East Lo- 
thian are in such straits that they are 
searching for coal in the disused work- 
ings along the beach. Terrible dis- 
tress also prevails among the wives and 
children of nonunionists, who, unlike 
their fellow workers, have no strike 
pay coming in.

ONLY THE HEALTHY 


Dean of Chicago Cathedral An- 
nounces Couples Must Have 


Doctor’s Certificate. 


CHICAGO, March %.—Dean Walter 
Sumner of the Cathedral of SS. Peter 
and Paul, in a sermon on the ‘‘Sacra- 
ment of Marriage,’’ made the following 
“After consultation 
with the Rt? Rev. C. T. Anderson, 
Bishop of Chicago, and with his ap- 
proval, Dean Sumner and his co-work- 
ers of the Cathedral of SS. Peter and 
Paul have agreed upoo an advanced 
policy with regard to the administra- 
tion of marriage in the cathedral. 

‘Beginning with Easter no persons 
will be married at the cathedral unless 
present a certificate of health 
from a reputable physician to the ef- 
fect that they are normal physically 
and mentally and have no incurable or 
communicable disease. 

“This step is taken only after months 
of study of the situation and delibera- 
tion to its advisability. It is be- 
lieved this stand will meet with the 
immediate sympathy of the clergy in 
the chureh at large, all of whom have 
long doubted the desirability of -being 
party to the marriage of persons who. 
because of their physteal condition, 
should never be united into the mar- 
riage state and propagate their spe- 
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cies.”

‘| brought peace, and as hundreds sang the 


‘“‘Doxology’’ Magistrate Stengel wiped 
the case off the docket. 

The remarkable scene was the result 
of the recent arrival of a golden-haired, 
blue-eyed baby, in a home where only 
black hair heretofore had grown. The 
mother-in-law, Mrs. John A. Pardee, 
urged that her son’s wife, Mrs. William 
Prettyman, should explain. There was 
a violent quarrel. At this juncture their 
respective husbands arrived upon the 
scene, and a fight ensued, in which a 
dozen persons took a hand before the ar- 
rival of Mayor Luther Moore on the 
scene. 

Mayor Sends for Help. 

A truce was declared, and then broken. 
As the fight raged, Mayor Moore, find- 
ing himself unable to cope with the sit- 
uation, telephoned Magistrate Stengel 
for assistance. The Magistrate sum- 
moned Constables Stein and Thorn, and 
as many other men as the car would 
hold got into a touring car and hur- 
ried to the scene. 

The. distance is five miles, and was 
made in 11 minutes. Springing from the 
auto in the midst of the fighters the 
constables began making arrests. They 
locked the prisoners in the Methodist 
Church, around which the fight had 
raged. Twenty-three men and two wom- 
en were taken into custody before order 
prevailed. All were released on bond, 
and long before the hour set for the 
trial in Seaford, teams began pouring 
into town with witnesses, and a flat- 
boat brought several hundred more at 
excursion rates to attend the trial. 

Finding his office too small, the mag- 
istrate decided to hold the trial in the 
opera house. Court opened with 10 spa- 
cial officers to prevent any outbreak 
and the Magistrate ordered from tho 
room three men who came in with shoi- 
guns. When all was ready to proceed, 
Mayzistrate Moore addressed the audi- 
ence. He declared the affair could bring 
only disgrace on the good name of 
Woodland, and begged that the fight be 
carried no further. He was seconded 
by the Rev. Mr. Bunstein, pastor of the 
Woodland Methodist Church, who re- 
quested the hearing be postponed for a 
few minutes. 

Pastor Brings Peace, 

Calling a few of the leading men of 
the town together, the pastor and Mayor 
Moore adjourned to one of the dressing 
reoms. Only an occasional angry voice 
was heard while the crowd awaited an 
hour. Then Bunstein, smiling, told the 
Magistrate all had agreed to stop the 
fight. 

Magistrate Stengel called the pross- 
cuting witnesses, each of whom ex- 
pressed a desire that the case be 
Cropped. Striking the table with his 
gavel, the Magistrate shouted: ‘Court 
stands adjourned. You may all go.”’ 

Springing on the platform, Pastor Ben- 
stein began singing ‘‘Praise God Froin 
Whom All Blessing Flow,’ which was 
heartily joined in by the audience.
